of the republican party have not ma- 
terialized. The house sessions are as 
harmoniously conducted as one could 
wish. 


The house has been holding daily 


four-hour sessions, over forty-five 
bills have been introduced and no 
end of motions and amendments. 


But one bill has been passed. By 


law the assembly is allowed sixty 
day* in which to complete each ses- 
sion. Fifteen days have passed and 
next, to nothing 
has been accom- 


plished, and the local papers are sug- 
gesting that it is about time some- 
thing has been done. The house is 
badly in need of a competent force of 
translators and clerks. There seems 
to be no system* Bills are prepared 
and introduced covering most com- 
mon matters and in a manner most 
unbusinesslike. 


(Few of the bills are in proper form; 


many have been filed written in pen-* 
cil on a sheet of paper torn from & 
scratch pad. Most of the (bills are 
written during the session and are 
mote in the form of suggestions 
of projected laws. 


An inspiration may come to a 


her; he picks up a pad or draws an 
envelope or a scrap of paper from hi* 
pocket; jots down a few sentences,* 
and presents the "document" as a 
bill, and it is duly filed.

adopted. 


The counicil passed a bill introduc- 


ing the jury system, but it was de- 
feated in the house yesterday by a 
vote of 15 to 12. Several members 
claimed that the bill was not prop- 
erly translated from 
the English 


original. The bill was ordered to be 
translated and will be reconsidered 
today. 


The executive council is daily 


holding "secret" executive sessions 
behind closed doors. Those are for 
the purpose of considering 
fran- 


chises and other matters over which 
the council has exclusive jurisdiction, 


flflhe public is not informed of the 


nature of these discussions. The only 
bill passed by the house to date t» 
that "declaring the office of delegate

Chicago, Dec. 26.—The Record to- 


day prints the following: 


Experiments on turtles have con- 


vinced D. Jacques Loeb and Prof. B. 
J. Lingle, physiologists at 'the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, that common salt 
in the Wood makes the heart beat. 
What is more, they claim that not 
only does salt keep the heart in ac- 
tion, -but that it possibly may cause 
the heart to beat again after it h'as 
once stopped* 


.For several months Dr. Loeb and 


Prof. Xing-le have been experiment- 
ing to secure the necessary results to 
prove their theory. They have con- 
ducted a series of delicate scientific 
tests bearing upon the pulsation of 
the 'heart, and yesterday made pub- 
lic the announcement thait the results 
they obtained had verified beyond a 
doubt their theory that the presence 
of salt in the blood caused the beats 
of the heart. They assart that three 
different theories 'believed in for cen- 
turies "by scientific men have been ut- 
terly demolished by their discoveries, 


MANNER OF EXPERIMENTS. 
In the experimental work con- 


ducted -by the two physiologists tur- 
tles were used almosft exclusively. 
After snipping oft the head in as 
humane way as possible the lower 
part of the shell was removed and the 
heart taken possession of. Instead of 
taking the organ, as a whole, a small 
strip from one of the ventricles was 
used. The (blood was removed and 
the piece of flesh suspended in differ- 
ent solutions. In tjiis way their con 
elusions were adduced. 


Dr. Loeb and Prof. Lingle claim 


that the fallacy of the early belief 
that the heart beats because it is full 
of blood was quickly shown when a 
strip of turtle's heart was suspended 
in a solution of sodium "cliloiide and 
a regular series of Treats began. They 
also asserit thait the theory of Prof* J. 
H. Hall, of the University of Michi- 
gan, that the proteidfe in the blood 
caused the heart's beating likewise 
fell, and fh'at the views of Prof. 
Wringer, of Johns Hopkins universi- 
ty, that nerve action causes the pul- 
sations was thoroughly tested and 
also fell. Separated from all nerve 
connections the lifeless strip of heart 
muscle responded perfectly to the 
presence of the salty solution. 


For 
weeks 
the 
experimenters 


worked to ascertain what qualities 
saLt possessed to cause this ihythmic 
'beating of the heart that were not 
possessed »by calcium or potassium, the 
salts of which enter into the compo- 
sition of the blood. They found a so- 
lution of thf problem in the fact that 
the action of sodium chloride was due 
to the peculi'ar character of the 
sodium ions. In making th<e investi- 
gations they discovered that a pure 
sodium-chloiride solution was destruc- 
tive of heart tissuete, and that by 
mixing calcium and potassium solu- 
tions with the sodium solutions they 
found that the poisonous effects of 
the sodium chloride were destroyed. 
They tried solutions of cane teug 
dextrose and glycerine and found 
fhat none of them influenced 
the 


heart's action. 


TALKS OF DISCOVERIES, 


In discussing bis methods and re- 


sults Prof. Lingle Baid: 


"Most of the preparations experi- 


mented upon consisted of slender 
strips cut from the ventricle of the 
turtle. The cut slip was placed on 
filter paper and as much 'blood re- 
moved as possible. One end of the 
strip was fastened to a light lever by 
a silk thread, the other was tied to 
the lower end of * stationary L 
shaped glass rod directly below the 
lever. 
This rod, with the muscle, 


could be submerged in a 'beaker con- 
taining the test solution and the con- 
tractions of the strip recorded on a 
slowly moving drum. 


"The first point was to determine 


Aether strips of heart ventricle pre- 
pared as described would originate 
and maintain rhythmic beats in solu- 
tions of non-conductors. 
It was 


found that strips of ventricle when 
placed in a solution of cane sugar did 
not beat rythmically. In one case a 
strip made two beats at a consider- 
able interval apart, but there was no 
lythm and usually the strips in. cane 
sugar remained /perfectly quiet. 


*Next I secured a sample of sryv 


talline dextrose. A solution of this 
was as clear as distilled water, and 
showed, when tested, no trace of 


dium chloride. Strips of ventricle 
fcfn placed in, H did not beat 


rhythmically HOT would tKe? make 
even alngle twatwwUons. When strips 
«t TWtrtok Witt ptoetd to a tolution 


of glycerin no contractions occurred. 
The glycerme solution, however, lias 
a different effect on heart tissue than 
either cane sugar or dextrose, as it 
tends to injure the tissue. 
EFFEST OF OTHEE SOLUTIONS. 
"Next the action of sodium, calcium 


and potassium ions on ventricles was 
tided. When strips of non-oeating 
ventricle were placed in a 0.07 pea- 
cent, solution of sodium chlai;iae they 
always beat rhybmically. In a large 
number of experiment® during tae 
whols year n'o*t one failure to start 
beats was recorded. When calcium 
chloride instead of sodium chloride is 
used, however, I find that it does not 
stait contractions in 'h«art strips. It 
can, 'howtever, stop contraction* m 
strips thaic are active. The Uhird tent, 
when potassium chloride solution is 
used, shows that 
n» contractions 


occur. The pctasium ions seems to 
influence the ifoythmic activity of tis- 
sues by onodiifying the effects • of 
sodium chloride. 


"When the combined effect of these 


three salts on cardiac tissue is studied 
t'he result ibrongly 
supports 
the 


fundamental idea of the claim that 
the odium ion, and not the salts of 
calcium, is the active agent in pro- 
ducing dhythmic activity in heart 
muscle. 
Uly conclusions are; 


*'That scdium and not calcium is 


the stimulus for rhythmic contrac- 
tions of t'he 'heart. 


"That a pure sodium chloride so- 


lution has an injurious effect on heai t 
tissues, 


*'That calcium, and possibly potas- 


sium, raits improve the rhythm by 
neutralizing this injurious effect. 


"That heait stiips will not beat 


rhythmically in solutions of non- 
conductors. 


STIMULATES INVESTIGATION. 
**From thia 'time on physiological 


sinidy and research will have new life 
tiid be along different lines. 
In- 


vestigations' in physiology faa'd until 
a short time ago come nearly to a 
E'tands'tiill. 
Little new information 


was being secured because scientists 
were not willing to work on th* ele- 
mentary questions.

In the 'opinion of Prof. Lingle, the 


discovery of the real causa of the 
heart's pulsations will completely 
revolutionise the study and teaching 
of physiology. That the proper saline* 
solutions will come to be recognized 
as having the .greatest posstUble 
pr&ctical results in restoring; be 
action is the firm conviction of the 
scientists. 
Already in a few ca&?s 


physicians have resorted to hypodei- 
mic injections of sodium chloride so- 
lutions in restoring patients 
after 


diftcult operations. 
T*he next step 


which Dr. Lingle will take will be to 
experiment on the entire heart. 


Prof. Loeb said of t'he work: 
"Rhythmiic activity of the -heart is 


certainly & function of the inorganic 
salts of the blood. I have found that 
rhythmic activity of the stripped 
muscle of tfhe frog can be produced 
by (the action 'of a single salt solution, 
wihich action I believe is due to 
sodium ions. Hence a pure solution of 
sodium chloride is not a neutral me- 
dium, as 'has been supposed for years, 
but is physiologically active."

Fifty tons of candy have been sent 


to the soldiers in the Philippine Is- 
lands by the commissary department 
of the army during the last three 
months and large amounts to the sol- 
diers in Cuba and Porto Rico. 


This is done upon Advice of the

Warrants have been is- 
sued for the arrest of the ringlead- 
ers of the frenzied blacks and it is 
probable several arrests will be 
made. 


The outbreak began Monday after- 


noon, when Lee Banger and 
John 


Kedmtmd, negroes, started in to in- 
timidate the whites. When their in- 
sults were resented othtr 
negroes 


jumped in with th'e 
liquor-crazed 


men and captured Sam Kendall's sa- 
loon. Nearly twenty shots were fired, 
but 110 one was hurt. An appeal by 
telephone was mado to 'Sheriff Bave 
for help, and he drove out to Cement- 
ville in a buggy and to some extent 
quieted 
the negroes while he was 


present* 


As soon as ths sheriff left ths to<wn 


the negroes again began their orgies 
and insults, and the white people 
made repeated requests to the police 
of this city for aid and protection. 
Sheriff Bay© was 
telephoned 
and 


urged to return, but -he refussd to go 
again. 


Kendall, who owns the saloon, also 


owns a dry goods store conducted by 
his -wife. 
The negroes flocked into 


the dry goods store and became in- 
solent. 


Mrs. Kendall was badly frightened 


and her husband ran into <the place 
and Ixegan shooting into the mob. 
Banger was shot and was carried 
away by his companion's. Kendallfs 
life was threatened and at midnight 
he escaped and came directly to this 
city, awakened Prosecutor Mont- 
gomery and begged him to issue war- 
rants and have deputy sheriffs sworn 
in to serve them. Warrants 
were 


issued for the arrest of several of the 
negroes and deputies will be sworn 
in to serve them. With the arrest of 
the leaders of the (blacks it is believed 
quiet will ibe restored.

TRY WOODCmrCK OTLTTTRE. 


3£aine farmers who have made the 


experiment have come to the con- 
clusion that there is no money in 
growing skunks for their pelts or in 
fearing Belgian hares for the mar- 
kets. In the case of the skunks, the 
trouble began when the 
price of 


peltry went down, so that n good 
fclack skunk was worth no more than 
$1.50. As not mure than one skunk 
in twenty-five is black, the business 
did not pay for the care bestowed. 


The Belgian hares thrived and mul- 


tiplied nearly as rapidly as potato 
bugs, but the trouble came when the 
owners tried to sell their output. 


" While there were customers to buy 
hares for breeding purposes there 
was a fair income to be had, but as 
soon as the surplus animals were 
killed and put on the market it was 
found that nobody had any particu- 
lar yearning for Belgian hare meat. 


In view of the losses suffered dur- 


ing the trials, it is proposed in some 
cases to convert the abandoned skunk 
pens and deserted rabbit 
hutches 


into pens and inclosures for the rear- 
ing of woodcnucks. During the past 
decade woodchuck huntg have be- 
come very popular in New England 
and the middle states. The fur is 
good for many purposes 
and the 


meat is much "better than that fur- 
nished by any of the rabbit tribe. 
"Though woadchuck do not produce 
more than eight or ten offspring in 
a year, the young grow rapidly, 
many dressing as much as eight or 
ten pounds when eighteen months 
of age. 


The animals are hardy and will re- 


quire no housing beyond what they 
can provide for themselves. They 
will stand confinement and thrive 
where the family pig (would find dis- 
content. It is estimated that an 
acre of land spwed to peas in rota- 
tion will 
feed 
500 woodchucks 


through the season. As woodchucks 
are worth 50 cents a head in the fall 
when they are. fat, this will make 
an income of $250 a year from an 
acre of poor land at a very slight 
outlay of labor.

attained, and with its vast resources 
it would be able to carry out on an 
unprecedented scale enterprises out- 
side of the strict newspaper field.

TOOK CENTURIES TO BUILD. 


Cologne Cathedral Wms In Process of 


Erection 032 Yeara, 


While the first stone of Cologne ^* 


thedral was laid on Aug* 15, 124$, and 
the body of the edifice was not opened 
until Aug. 15, 1848, COO years later to 
the very day, it was not, however, un- 
til Aug. 15, 18SO, that the splendid 
structure was finally reported complet- 
ed, having tiius occupied in building 
the record time of exacUy 632 years. 


The castle of KIngsgoberg, which 


stands at the southern extremity of 
Jutland, took 204 years from the laying 
of the foundation stone to the rigging 
of its master's banner on its highest 
flagstaff. Its foundation stone was the 
skull of its builder's bitterest enemy. 
Three months after Its laying Count 
Jhorsing, the builder of the castle, was 
killed. His son was then in swaddling 
clothes. He did not continue his fa- 
ther's work until aged 24. 


On his twenty-fifth birthday he was 


thrown into prison by the son of the 
man whose skull lay 1% the earth of 
Kingsgoberg's foundation stone. In 
this manner master after roaster of 
Kingsgoberg was stopped putting an- 
other stone, to ward .^e completion of 
the founder's wort "till civilization iu- 
tervened. 


Rcstormel castle. In Cornwall, took 


90 years to build, of which period ex- 
actly one-third was occupied in exca- 
vating the foundations. The solid rock 
upon which it stands Is almost nshard 


Cornish *4the palace of the iron rock." 


Milan cathedral was begun In 1386 


and finished under Napoleon in 1805, 
419 years. 


The Duomo. at Florence, was com- 


menced by Arnulfo in the year 1294, 
the last block of marble being placed 
in position in the facade in presence of 
the king on May 12. 1887, a period of 
593 years.-~Stray Stories.

New York, Dec. 26.—Alfred Hai-ms 


worth, editor and proprietor of the 
London JJai'ly Mail, who is a pas- 
senger on the Teutonic, due an New 
York today, has contributed to the 
January number of the North Amcii- 
can Review an article on what 
calls "The Simultaneous Newspapers 
of the 
Twentieth Century." 
Mr* 


Hannsiworth expresses the opinion 
that in spite of all the progress that 
has been made in tins development of 
the newspapers 'hitherto we ure still 
merely at the fringe of journalistic 
development. Of newspaper illustra- 
tion lhe says: 


"An -occasional newspaper illus- 


tration, if it can be properly pro- 
duced, is no doubt a good thing and is 
appreciated ns helpful by the reader 
but many of the present day illustra- 
tions are quite unnecessary and are 
merely 'given as u 'matter of habit or 
because rival journals use them, or 
even for the less urgent reasons that 
there is a certain amount of space to 
be decorated and artists or photogra- 
phers to be kept occupied. No 'daily 
journal whiefti relies principally upon 
its illustrations has bes-n, in any real 
sense, an overwhelming success." 


Mr. H'armeworth take>s exception to 


t-he hopelessly clumsy shape of the 
ordinary newspaper. 
He says: 


PAPERS LACK ORIGINALITY. 
"With the newspapers of the whole 


civilized world before me each week 
I look in vain far any great and im- 
pressive stroke of originality or dar- 
ing. 
"We still cling to the clumsy 


and awkward shape in which 
o-ur 


newspapers are issued, and the man 
who has attempted to -manipulate one 
of them on -a windy d,ay will best ap- 
preciate the force of my remarks. By 
the use of improved machinery it 
would be possible to is'sue the- news- 
paper of the future in what is ob- 
viously its proper florin—a -small port- 
able and neatly indexed publication. 


"Among the newspapers that are, 


in my opinion, now making progress, 
setting aside the entire lack of com- 
mercial morality, are some of the 
French, journals. 
-They have always 


been noted for their 'high literary 
excellence. The anonymous editorial 
has never been a particularly stron 
feature of the French newspaper. On 
the other 'hand, pure literature in the 
sh-ape of fiction -or criticism has .been 
one 'of its chief characteristics." 


POWER NOT WHAT IT WAS. 
The power of the press is not what 


it used to (be, is Mr. Harmstworth's 
opinion. This, he says, is especially 
true of England, where the editorial, 
or leader, which was formerly read 
and quoted by 'all men of intelligence, 
is now scarcely glanced 
at. 
The 


great cry is for news. But even in 
connection with the dissemination of 
news the press, in 'Mr* Harmsworth's 
judgment, has lost reputation. 
He 


says: 


"Lately there has begun a kind of 


internecine warfare between the vari- 
ous organs of th'e press, "by which 
;hey very largely injure their own 
positions and that of their opponents. 
An item of n'ews published in one 
paper is immediately discredited in 
another, and tlhe public, naturally 
enough* comes to the 
opinion that 


newspaper-si are usually inaccurate 
and to'O often dismiss a perfectly cor- 
rect Statement as 'mere newspaper 
talk/ " 
UNITED STATES IN THE LEAD. 


Mr. Harmsworth pays a high tri- 


bute to the press of the United States 
as being in one respect far in ad- 
vance of the press of his own. coun- 
try, He says: 


11 The question, what to put before 


the public, and in whr.t manner to 
place it before them, is one that calls 
for the keenest acumen 
and best 


judgment 011 the part of the news- 
paper director. 
Here, undoubtedly, 


the press of the United States is in 
advance of that of Great Britain. 
Such newspaper leaders as Pulitzer, 
Dana, Bennett, Hearst, Raymond, 
Jones, Childs, Hedill, Lawson, Bus* 
sell, Cummings, Taylor. 
Halstead, 


Patterson, Be Young, Singerly, God- 
kin, Greeley, McKeiway, Watteraon 
and Wilbur Storey have had but few 
counterparts with us. 
The instinct 


that tells what is news and how the 
public will be ft take it is not given 
to every writer, 
There is a greater

PB0PHESIES CENTRALIZATION. 


Predicting what the journals of the 


twentieth century will be, he says: 


"I feel certain that the newspaper 


of the twentieth 
century 
will be 


drawn into the vortex of combination 
and centralization* In fact, 
given 


the man, the capital, the organiza- 
tion and the occasion, there seems to 
be no reason why one or two news- 
papers may not presently dominate 
great sections of the United Stattes, 
or almost the whole of Great Britain. 
In other words, where there are now 
a multitude of papers—good, brid and 
indifferent—there will be one or two 
gr&t 
journals. 
The method 
by 


which such journals would be eatab- 
lis^ed would be precisely those em- 
ployed in the formation of any ordi- 
nary trust* Possessing its own 
cables, wires, dispatch boats and spe- 
cial trains, the simultaneous news- 
paper concern would soon have its 
own paper mills, printing ink fac- 
tories, machinery shops and the like. 


"The 
simultaneous 
newspaper 


would represent a standard of excel- 
lence which has never before been 
attained, and with its vast resources 
it would be able to carry out on an 
unprecedented scale enterprises out- 
side of the strict newspaper field. 
INFLUENCING PUBLIC OPINION. 


"Mr. Pulitzer's wonderful 
stroke 


of journalistic genius in connection 
with the bond issue, Mr. Hearst's 
successful appeal to the people on -the 
war issue between the United States 
and Spain, and the work of British 
nefwspapers in connection with the 
South African campaign go to show 
what can be done in the direction of 
influencing public opinion, even un- 
der existing circumstances. 
Imag- 


ine, then, the influence -which would 
be exerted if an overwhelming ma- 
jority of the 
newspapers 
in the 


United States spoke with the same 
voice, supported the saone priniciples 
and enunciated the same policy! 


"Such a state of things would be 


a terror to evil-doers an'd the sup- 
porters of anything inimical to the 
commonwealth.'* 


Mr. Harmsworth is strongly of the 


opinion that the newspaper 
should 


not be partisan in a political sense, 
but should endeavor to represent the 
will of the people,

panions, who succeeded in reaching 
shore in the ship's gig, were lost.

Cologne Cathedral Was In Process of 


Erection 632 Yeara, 


While the first stone of Cologne ca- 


thedral was laid on Aug. 10, 1248, and 
the body of the edifice was not opened 
until Aug. 15, 1848, 600 years later to 
the very day, it was not, however, un- 
til Aug. lo, 1SSO, that the splendid 
structure was finally reported complet- 
ed, having thus occupied in building 
the record time of exactly 632 years. 


The castle of Kingsgoberg, which 


stands at the southern extremity of 
Jutland, took 204 years from the laying 
of the foundation stone to the rigging 
of its master's banner on its highest 
flagstaff. Its foundation stone was the 
skull of its builder's bitterest enemy. 
Three months after Its laying Count 
Jhorsing, the builder of the castle, was 
killed. His son was then in swaddling 
clothes. He did not continue his fa- 
ther's work until aged 24. 


On his twenty-fifth birthday he was 


tliroTvn into prison by the son of the 
man whose skull lay i% the earth of 
Kingsgoberg's foundation stone. In 
this manner master after master of 
Kingsgoberg was stopped putting an- 
other stone toward the completion of 
the founder's work till civilization in- 
tervened. 


rtestormel castle, ia Cornwall, took 


90 years to build, of which period ex- 
actly one-third was occupied in exca- 
vating the foundations. The solid rock 
upon which it stands is almost us hard 
as iron. Indeed Itestormel means ia 
Cornish "the palace of the iron rock." 


Milan cathedral was begun iu 138G 


and finished under Napoleon in 1805, 
419 years. 


The Duomo, at Florence, was com- 


menced by Arnulfo in the year 1294, 
the last block of marble being placed 
in posltjou in the facade in presence of 
the king ou May 12. 1887, a period of 
593 years.—Stray Stories.

Tbey have always 
been noted for their high literary 
excellence. The anonymous editorial 
has ne/er been a particularly strong 
feiture of the French newspaper. On 
the other hind, pure literature in the 
chape of fiction or criticism has been 
one of its chief characterise*.*' 


POWER NOT WHAT IT WAS, 
The power of the press is not what 


it used to be. is Mr. Harmnrorth'a 
opinion. This, he says, is especially 
true of England, wher* the editorial, 
or leader, which was formerly read 
and quoted by all men of Intelligence.
